The General's Last Hours. 

TOUCHING SCENES AND FAREWELLS IN THE DEATH CHAMBER 



gWARRIOR to the 

last, our beloved Gen- 
eral- laid down his 
sword and joined the 

conquering hosts above 

at ten o'clock, on Tuesday night, 
August 20th. 10J2. 

For some days previous The Gcn- 
* cral had been growing gradually 
' weaker, and he evidently fully real- 
ized the serious nature of his ill- 
ness, for he several times spoke of 
his work as finished, and referred 
with joy to the near prospect oi 
meeting again both The Army 
Mother and his daughter Emma, the 
Consul. 

Siill, he enjoyed bright and vig- 
orous intervals, during which he 
showed a keen interest in passing 
events, entering into conversation 
with those around him on a variety 
of subjects, and making affection- 
ate inquiries about numbers of 
people, including Commander Eva 
Booth and Staff-Captain Marian 
Booth. He also asked after Com- 
missioner Booih-Tnekcr, whose 
work in India held his lendcrest in- 
terest till the last. 

During Sunday, when he. was on 
the banks of the River, The General 
referred lvhh great emphasis to the 
promises o'f God, saying more than 
once, with much energy, "They arc 
sure— they arc sure — if, if— you will 
only belie™." These were almost- 
his last words. 

On Sunday nip,ht he sank into 
unnconsciousiicss. His breathing 
became much affected, and he was 
troubled with a slight cough, but 
though this appeared somewhat dis- 
tressing to those who watched, the 
doctors are sure that the slumbering 
patient experienced no painful sen- 
sations of any kind. 

Dr. E. Wanllnw -Milne, of NVv 
Earn el, who had been in such close 
and devoted attendance upon The 
General, and who had been his med- 
ical adviser for the past four years, 
paid repeated visits to the hedside 
on Monday and made an examina- 
tion Ian* at night, when the Chief 
(now The General) and Mrs. Bram- 
wl-11' Booth, together with Commis- 
sioner Mrs. Ttooth-H ell burg, were 
Ft Til keeping vigil. At that lime a 
further change for the worse, accom- 
panied by some form of paralysis 
Of llu- throat, developed, making it 
impossible for the patient to take 
nourishment, and early nC*t morn- 
ine;, when the doctor again called, 
The. General's condition showed 
signs, of increasing weakness. Col- 
onel Kilching, who had been away 
at Bristol for the week-end, made 
several attempts to start a conversa- 
tion:, but there was no movement 



or other signal to suggest that The 
General understood or lhat he even 
recognized his faithful Secretary's 

The doctor having prescribed 
some fresh medicine to relieve ihc 
cough, which at times Still troubled 
The- General, a more resifnl period 
followed for a few hours, but about 
one o'clock in [he aficrnoon nnothcr 
change for the worse set in. and Dr. 
Milne had again to be summoned. 
When he arrived, however, a tem- 
porary improvement had occurred, 
and before taking his leave at hall- 
past three he expressed the opinion, 
based upon The General's fresh ac- 
cession of strenpth, lhat there was ; 
cverj - likelihood of his living 
through the night. He even went 
fnrt her and intimated the possibility 
that he might survive for as long as 
two or three days. 

Mrs, B ram well Booth was with 



dcrstorm which, in the middle of 
Tuesday afternoon, broke over the 
district; and the circumstance was 
rerallcd that at the lime our dcnrly- 
belovcd Army Mother crossed the 
Kivcr at Clacton-on-Sca twenty- 
two years ap.o almost exactly the 
same thing happened.

MEMORIES of our late beloved General— T could, fill "The 
War Cry" with tlient ! He was for. many years more to 
me than [ can ever hope to say. 

Some of my most inspiring recollections, surround 

the circumstances of mv appointment as Divisional Officer 

to .Manchester Division,' which then included over a hundred Corps, 

It was a hard field. I well remember The General coming down 
for some meetings. As lie was saying good-bye on his return, he said, 
"You look tired and worn, Major what about your furlough?" 

I replied that 1 had liad a heavy year, and did feel a bit tired, but 
I was not having .1 furlough. .As a matter of fact, although I did not 
say so, we were in too tight a corner financially to permit of my 
having a holiday, 

A day or so afterwards 1 received a letter from The General in which 
he said, "For ihe next fourteen days 1 appoint you, with Mrs. Reus" 
and the children, to So-and-so," naming the place where we were 
to rest, and enclosing a cheque to cover expenses, 

And that kindly, fatherly consideration for the physical health and 
comfort of liis Officers always characterized his relations with them, 
ami drew out their hearts. It was, in the last years, more prononced 
than ever, I believe, 

What a wonderful way he had of helping me over difficulties! On 
my going to Lancashire 1 found myself hedged in hy all sorts of 
obstacles, until at last I could not see any way through, I went to 
Headquarters for an interview with The General, carrying with nic a 
whole sheaf of problems 011 paper. 

Once in The General's office I began fumbling for my papers. 

"Never mind theni!" said The General: "let us have a little lalk 
first." And he sat down and talked to mc about faith in God and God's 
faithfulness, recalling two or three Bible instances, with (he result that 
long Sicfore lie bad finished I had put away my papers, and was, to use 
a figure, kicking myself for having thought I could not do the thing. 

"Tt is all right, General," I said: "I will do it— it is as good as done." 

Hehad so infused his own spirit into me that the insurmountable 
difficulties aim 05 1 disappeared. I do not know what others feci in the 
matter, but he could, read mc as an open hook. 

The General helped me to have faith in my own God-given powers. 
When 1 was appointed to Lancashire 1 objcclcd.tll.it it was loo much 
When I was appointed to Lancashire 1 objected (lint 1 could not under- 
take so heavy n responsibility, I shall never'forgct the reply I received. 

"Major," said The General; "you can at least be head and shoul- 
ders above anyone you have to lead in (1) your own spiritual'lifc, 
and (2) hard work, and wi[h these things Assured, I will go bond for 
your success,'' Then he prayed with me and sent me off. 

The General also taught me that, whatever my appointment, to 
stick to my line of taleiir. When 1 was beEiitr promoted from a Corps 
command to be sent as A. D. C. to a Division, I asked to he allowed 
to remain' in the Field. It seemed to me like giving up n' certainly for 
an uncertainty. I had been able to fit mvscll for the work of the 
Corps, but I had serious doubts as to my ability for .Staff duties. 

With wonderful insight, The General" replied. "The tiling that lias 
made you n success in the Field will help others to succeed, if you will 
take time lo tench them one by oiii'," The Genera! was referring to 
my aptitude for personal dealing, Tin 1 bis words on that occasion did 
more than mpthiiig I know' of to definitely turn me in. that direction, 
and I can humbly say that I have acconiplishcd more for God and 
Tlic Army by means of the personal interview than on llic platform. 

Always, too. The General insisted on holiness first. "Do not go 
to the meeting," he once said to n:c, "if, when the appointed hour 
comes, you arc not clear and sues in the presence of God as lo your 
own testimony to holiness." 

And on another occasion, when we were having trouble with one 
of our biggest "Bands, he said, "Captain, we will hnve ri j»hie 011s 11c ss 
or wc will put the padlock on the Citadel ", 

Another memory, which shows our litfie Leader's tender regard for 
the children of his Officers. When he came to Sweden after his first 
operation he asked foF our children, saying he fell life was uncertain 
and he would like to put,fiis hands on their heads and pray for them. 
So Mrs. Reca fetched the children, and one by one The General blessed 
them, I shall never forget it, and I am sure I hey will not.

knew no other prayer, no one could 
doubt bis sincerity, and that was 
what Tile General Olrcd for most.',. 
"But he was autocratic," it is obi 
jcrtcd. Yes, in the sense that all 
men who mean to get things done 
are autocratic-; for William Booth 
belonged first and last to that class. 
But to say that his was a one-man 
government is to judge lightly and 
by what appears oil the surface. 

Autocracy of Love. la j 

His was an autocracy of love. 
The General knew what he was aim- 
ing at, and he had immense driving 
force; but he eagerly consulted" thi 
opinions of others — few have done 
so more than he did. He was, in 
fact, almost a walking interrogation 
mark — a man who- was everlastingly 
asking questions and seeking infor- 
mation, llarl he waited for the ap- 
proval of this and that society in lite 
extreme methods he might have 
been waiting s'titl, and there would 
hare Itecu no Salvation Army. Now 
his followers, possessed of the same 
spirit, are found in all parts of the 
world. - ■ 

And his compassionate heart 
made him a man of iron purpose. 
"The world has been against me— 
sometimes very intensely," he once 
said. His sensitive sold suffered 
acutely; but he held resolutely on 
his way. And of personal sorrows 
this man of tender heart had far 
more, than fall to the lot of ordin- 
ary men. Lut even when the dark 
shadow of blindness tell upon him 
he was able to say,' "YVcl1 r '. the 
Lord's will be done! If it is to be? 
so, I have but to bow nty head and. 
accept it." " 

His Memory "is Blessed. 

Is it. therefore, to be wondered 
that the people came devoutly to 
love him? Or that when he died, 
kings, princes, and statesmen, as 
well as the poor, the sinful, and the 
wretched, mourned his loss .the 
world over? 

Without irreverence, wc might, 
we think, summarise the work and 
effect of The General's life iii ^the 
words of the Hiblc: 

"When the car hcard-Mc, then 
it blessed \lc; anil when the eye saw 
Me, it gave witness lo Mc; because 
I delivered the poor that cried, and 
the fatherless, and him that had 
11011c lo help him.
